There is a good deal of talk just now 


about Wisconsin having a place in the 
cabinet ot President Gartield. Inasmuch 
us there probably would not have been 
any President Garlield it it had not been 
for Wisconsin, we think the State should 
not be forgotten when the new cabinet is 
formed. Not altogether for the reason 
that the delegation brought around the 
nomination of Garfieid, but there are 
some good men in the State who would 
do honor to the administration ot Presi- 
dent GarSeld as cabinet officers. 


Mr. John E. Eldred, of Milwaukee, who 


has been chief clerk of the Assembly for 
the past three sessions, is a candidate f Di- 
re-election. He has made one of the 
most efficient clerks the Assembly ever 
had, and his election next winter is as- 
sured. Mr. Charles E. Bross, of Madison, 
has also served three terms as chief clerk 
of the Senate, and served with such en- 
tire satisfaction to the members of the 
Senate, that there will not be any mate- 
rial opposition to his re-election. It has 
been rumored that Mr. Ed. Coe, of White- 
water, is a candidate for the Senate, clerk- 
ship, but we tiro informed that he declines 
to be a candidate. 


The first political National convention 


in this country of which we have any rec- 
ord, was held at Philadelphia in Septem- 
ber, 18*1, and was called the United 
States anti-jMasonic convention.

^ WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 21—The 
State Department has received enough 
of the Chinese treaty by telegraph to in- 
dicate the nature of the treaty. The text, 
ot the treaty itself cannot reach the city 
under four or five weeks. The text of it, 
then will be transmitted by the State 
Department under the seal of secrecy to 
the Senate for ratification. 


It is understood that this document, 


does not change tho status of American 
citizens hi China, nor does it enter into 
:he commercial features covered In- the 
Reed treaty ot 1858. 
It is in accordance

Chinese to this country, while at. tho same 
time not going to the extreme of sondin" 
those back who are already here. 


Mo master of any vessel owned in 


whole or in part by a citizen of. the Unit- 
ed States, or by any foreign country, 
shall take ou board from any port in tlie 
Chinese Empire or other foreign ports 
any number of Chinese passengers, male 
or female, in excess of the number of 
Bfteeu, to bring them within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States. Any master of 
a vessel who violates this clause of treaty 
shall be considered guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 


No consul or consular agent of the 


United States can grant a certificate to 
any vessel leaving China for this country 
if she has on board more than fifteen 
Chinese passengers. 


The limitations do not apply to persons 


officially connected with the Chinese gov- 
ernment, or to persons 
rescued from 
shipwreck.

TORNADOES AM) CYCLONES.

Tin-: word cyclone is of comparatively 


recent invention, and is only to bo 
found in the move recent editions of 
dictionaries. It is the generic: name 
for all storms that have a rotary motion 
around an axis, such ns whirlwinds, 
tornadoes, waterspouts and hurricanes. 
These are species of cyclones. 
Heuce 


i;very tornado is a cyclone, but every 
cyclone is not a tornado. 
It may be a 


dry whirlwind, a sandspout, a water- 
spout, etc. 


From all farts so far ascertained tho 


storm-center, whose cloud-canopy car- 
ried the tornado, had a forward motion 
or translation across the continent from 
southwest to northeast at the rale of 
fovty-three miles an hour. 
Evidently 


the tornado was not continuous, nor 
was it fornifcd at any fixed point on tho 
cloud, but at various points oil tho 
cloud, and at different times numerous 
intumescences formed which developed 
into cloud-spouts and dropped as tor- 
nadoes. 
In proof of this, lifteeu min- 


utes after the 
tornado 
had passed 


through and devastated Marshlield, an- 
other cloud-spout was seen dangling 
from the sky and sweeping with equal 
if riot greater fury through Panther 
Valley, fourteen miles south' of Marsh- 
field. 
Nor did the tornado sweep with 


uniform velocity along the face of tho 
eartli, but it was seen at times for a few 
moments to stand still, and then with 
inconceivable velocity to dart forward 
again; however, only to halt again, foj 
breath. 
It was on such a dart that It 


swept through Marshlield in less than 
half a minute. One of the citizens Of 
undoubted veracity, who was in it, but 
whose 
house 
was fortunately not 


wrecked, who was looking at it while 
coming and passing, to give an idea of 
the shortness of its duration said ho 
could think of nothing that> would giv6 
an idea, of it except "that two of us 
being together, I, facing south, saying 
' Here she comes;' he, facing north, say- 
ing 'There she goes.'" Twenty per- 
sons at least were present who were in 
the tornado and they corroborated this 
statement. They said—and their state- 
ments were confirmed by Mr. T. K. 
Paul and others who had" war experi- 
ence—that -an unearthly howling, as 
though the air were tilled with thou- 
sands of ilying shells, heralded tho ap- 
proach of the tornado, a momentary 
tremor of the house and then a w-li-i-sli 
and the house was gone, and all was 
over. 


The shortness of the duration is an 


important, fact that must not bo over- 
looked in explaining facts that will bo 
mentioned hereafter. 
At one point be- 


side the railroad, some four miles be- 
fore it reached town, it excavated tho 
aarth to a depth of live feet, according 
to some, and of much greater depth ac- 
cording to others, and several rods 
square. This is a repetition of what 
was done in Keno County, Kan.,'cm 
the 17th day of May, 1878, when at 
least one-half an acre of tho -soil was 
shot into the cloud-spout, as though a. 
mine had been exploded underneath. 
According to the monthly weather re- 
view for May. 1S78, printed by the sig- 
nal olliei1, a similar explosion occurred 
twice at Harrington, 111., on the 23d of 
May, 1878. when in all respects a simi- 
lar tornado to that of last Sunday swept 
the 
States of Iowa, Wisconsin arid 


Northern Illinois. 
Tho Signal Office, 


however, gives the area of'soil hurled 
up in one case about one acre, in tho 
other one and a quarter acres. For a 
distance of about seven miles along tho 
railroad which the 
tornado followed 


trees are not out}' prostrated and dc-, 
muled of bark, but large trees nearly 
three feet in diameter were plucked 
up by the-roots and carried forward. 
In town forest trees a foot in diameter, 
standing in lawns, were plucked up 
by the roots and carried away. Stones 
from five to six feet in their shortest 
diameters were lifted out of the ground 
and carried to the top of a lull. 
A 


stone estimated to weigh 4,000 pounds 
fell in a field belonging to J. C. llosc, 
killed with several of his family by the 
destruction of his house. The 'distance 
it was carried and whence it came had 
not been ascertained. In the groat 
Georgia and .South Carolina tornado of 
March -!0, 1875, a stone over two feet 
thick and weighing from 18,000 to 
20,0*0 pounds, although only expos- 
ing 
311 one side live inches to tho 


tornado, was 
lifted 
out 
of 
its 


bed and carried 
seven fcot. As in 


all tornacloe-, houses, both frame and 
brick, were lifted from their founda- 
tions, the former generally 
carried 


some distance, the latlcr hurled back 
and crushed on their foundations. Like 
elsewhere, wagons, buggies, carriages, 
sewing-machines, everything with iron 
about it, seemed to be tho objects of its 
especial fury. 
Not a metallic roof of 


any kind is left in town. 
Tho Post- 


office, owned by Mr. Smith, the most 
substantial brick building in town and 
covered with tin, was utterly demol- 
ished, while the tornado to reach it 
passed over two. buildings covered with 
shingles. 
After demolishing several 


other adjacent buildings, also covered 
with tin, it leaped over a brick house 
covered with shingles, doing no harm, 
pouncing upon tho houses north, and 
sweeping them and everything clean to 
beyond the city limits. 
The 
Hio-li 


School, covered with shingles, stood 
three hundred yards from tho nearest 
point of tho tornado's track. It was 
intact, but, unfortunately, its tower was 
covered with tin. 
Tho whole tower to 


the square was torn down. Tho pow- 
der-house stood southwest 
of 
the 


school-house, not nearer than six hun- 
dred feet to the track of the tornado. 
It was newly built and covered with 
tin. 
Tho roof was snatched off and 


hurled about eight hundred feet north- 
west into the center of tho tornado, 
passing a two-story frame dwelling un- 
harmed. 
A house two squares east of 


the Court-house, and four hundred feet 
beyond the eastern line of destruction, 
covered with shingles nailed upon an 
old tiu roof, lost the greater part of the 
roof. The mill north of the town Was 
a quarter of a mile from tho track of 
the tornado, yet the iron smoke stack 
was snatched off and carried four miles 
and lodged in a tree-top. The suscepti- 
bility of metallic roofs being wrenched 
off even when loner distances outside of 
the track of tornadoes I have observed 
as a uniform occurrence elsewhere. 


I have repeatedly called attention to 


the fact that tornadoes begin or ex- 
pend their greatest energy upon bodies 
of water or railroads. 
In my lecture at 


Indianapolis I called attention to the 
fact that tho tornado which passctj 
through that city on tho night of the 
4th of March last began on White 
River; leaped to Fall Creek, then upon 
the car stables at the cud of tho Indiana 
Avenue Horse Railroad, then upon the 
canal skirted by the Lafayette Railroad, 
then upon two other horse railroads, 
and finally leaving tlie city on th.9 Pe,M 
Railroad, doing all 
i\f> damage ttgfl 


Tin1 t iniad.t of Sur.d.iy drank up all 


tho pond--; iiud rivers on its track from 
Arkansas In Marshlichl. 
It ill all eases 


inanife.-led its most intense energy fit 
these points. 
Take, for instance, the 


junction o( James and Findley Rivers, 
both of which it drank up, where it fell 
with its mosl deMruciivc fur}' upon the 
adjacent settlement, which it utterly 
devastate.!, the destruction of which is 
unparalleled in the history of torna- 
does. 
The phenomenon that attracted most 


attention and gave rise to the greatest 
diversity ot opinions was tho denuda- 
tion of trees, saplings, hedges, shrub- 
bery, etc., of their bark, either partial- 
. 1 y or totally. 
Tho side facing tlie di- 


rection the storm came was generally 
divested of bark, while the whole tree 
or shrub was not generally denuded. 
As most of the area swept by the tor- 
nado was a stream or perfect avalanfho 
of matter, consisting of dust, sand, 
gravel, stones, lu'ic.k, lumber, debris of 
wrecked houses, in fact cveiwthing 
movable in its path, hcneothere was no 
lack of evidence that trees, shrubbery, 
bushes, etc., were hit with Hying mis- 
siles. 
In fact they wore completely 


peppered with them. 
The conclusion 


was therefore jumped at that all tho 
denudation of bark was tlie solo effect 
of hurled missiles assisted 
by 
tho 


wind. 
It hence became a desidera- 


tum 
to 
Iind 
a 
locality 
where no 


missiles were 
Hying 
and 
where 


the barking of the trees was not on tho 
side facing the direction—from tho 
southwest--that the. storm was moving, 
but in tin- direction tin: tornado was at 
the time. 
Such a locality I found on 


the point between two ravines, on tho 
declivity of the hill on which had stood 
Judge ISarnes' house, totally wrecked 
by the tornado. 
It is about, one hun- 


dred yard-: south of where tho road 
coming from town, following one ra- 
vine north, crosses the ravine coming 
from tin! southeast, about two hundred 
yards above the mill. There is a pile of 
wagons and wheels at the, crossing. Tlie 
tornado, aft er desl r.iying Barnes' house, 
for a few moments stood still at the 
base of the. 
h i l l and then leaped upon 


tlie hill east. 
While standing still its 


center was about one hundred and iifty 
yards southeast of the. point to which I 
have reference. 
The trees at this point 


had lost their bark on (lie southeast 
side, thai is on the side facing the tor- 
nado, and a strong wind—as is shown 
by some trees broken down or uproot- 
ed—came from the northwest, that is 
i'rom the side opposite to that from 
which the trees had parted with their 
bark. 
Here were, trees standing up- 


right shattered, as elsewhere, into thin 
strips, no thicker than lath, not like 
those which were in the track of tho 
tornado facing the direction the storm 
came, but in i lie direction it was then 
halting, tint is soul Invest. 


1 was moreover so fortunate as to 


Iind more t h a n 1 sought, in fact more 
t h a n i dreamed of as existing. 
I found 


':; o.d;s—-that had losta 
bark, but all that re- 
ree was separated from 
.me of it hanging loose. 
; entirely detached from 
easing it like a sheath. 


I pulle.,1 it, off by piecemeal all around 
one trc.e and down to t lie roots. Further 
search resulted in 
limling a hickory 


tree — species, ruri/n milculn, the thiek- 
shelled and thick-harked hickory -that 
also had its bark detached by aii explo- 
sion from tho stem, not one."particle of 
it gone, however, but most of it hang- 
ing so loose that it can be shaken. Not 
a. vestige can be. seen on the bark of any 
Hying missile having struck the tree. 


It is one of the most wonderful, im- 


portant-anil .significant physical facts I 
ever saw. 
It should be secured by some 


scientific i n s t i t u t i o n , and, if not'for its 
.scientific, importance, as a memento of 
one of the most fatal tornadoes on 
record. 
i;ul it will be of inestimable 


value for study and information to fu- 
ture generations in t h e i r researches into 
the. 
mysteries of Nature. The tree 


stands about a rod northwest of a shat- 
tered black oak equally as interesting 
and 
significant, 
who.se 
top, 
bowed 


southeastward—for 1 hold there was no 
wind—by the electric attraction of tho 
intense veal ex, was prevented from 
breaking down by forming a brace of a 
strip two inches thick, split oil' tho 
trunk by a siiuullaneous explosion. Tho 
strip is not separated from the trunk at 
its ends. The brace makes mi angle of 
about one hundred and thirty-live de- 
grees. 
It is evidently owing to Iho 


simultaneousness of the BiilfandeX' 
plosion that the brace was formed. The 
fragment, forced out by the explosion, 
was prevented from returning by tho 
shattered trunk bending from the pull 
at its top at tho same instant. 


1 brought away spec.iinetis of limba, 


stems from Osage orange hedges and 
tops of brush that were in tho track of 
the tornado. They are not only divest- 
ed of their bark, but the ends of the 
limbs and the smallest twigs even aro 
rifted into fine libers so that they look 
like paint-brushes 
or little brooms. 


There is a significant fact accompanying 
this rifting which gives a clew that un- 
ravels tho whole mystery. This fact is, 
that only green branches and twigs are 
rifled into libers, the twigs to the vorv 
stems to which they arc attached. 
The 


dry and dead branches and twi°-s are 
intact. 


What explanation can be given of 


those phenomena, and what cause can 
be assigned for their occurrence? There 
is but one explanation that can be given, 
and but one cause that can bo assigned 
for all of them. That explanation is 
that they all are the effect of electric 
action, and consequently that electrici- 
ty is the cruise of them. 


That electricity is the cause of them 


is evident from well-established elec- 
tric laws and from well-known modes 
of electric action. Beccaria, one hun- 
•drcd and fifteen years ago, perforated a 
solid glass ball two indies in diameter. 
In one end of the perforation ho put a 
wire and a drop of water on the end 
of it; in tho other end ho put another 
wire in contact with the water. Both 
wires were part of a circuit in connec- 
tion with a Lcyden jar. 
In passing a 


discharge through tlio circuit, the "lass 
ball was dispersed into dust. What 
was tho cause of this explosion and 
consequent dispersion? 


One pound of water measures 22.752 


cubic inches. 
If the water be gasified 


it will make 41.832 cubic inches of gas, 
that is 1 i.93-1 cubic inches of oxygen 
gas and 2'J,8S8 cubic inches of hydro- 
gen. 
The water, therefore, in beincr 


gasified, dilates about two 
thousand 


times in volume. 
The passage of the 


electric current electrolyses, that is 
gasilies, as instantaneously tho water as 
fire explodes gunpowder. 
Tho drop of 


water hence was instantaneously ex- 
panded to two thousand times its orig- 
inal volume, and this shattered the glass 
ball into lino dust. 


The sap under the bark and in tho 


body of green wood was in the torna- 
do instantly gasilied by the bursting up 
from tho earth of a negative electric 
current to meet the positive electrici- 
ty descending 011 the cloud-spout. 
An 


explosion was the consequence; the sap, 
"r rather the water in it, was expanded 
by gasification two thousand times in 
volume, throwing off the bark, shatter- 
ing the trunk and rifting the green 


twigs into minute libers. 
That this 


was what took place is proven conclu- 
sively by the fact that the dead and dry 
limb's and twigs were not atl'cctcil, and, 
though in immediate contact with green 
ones, remained intact. 
The great affinity 
of tornadoes for 


bodies of water, for railroads, for me- 
tallic roofs, for anything maOe of metal 
or containing it, is explained upon the 
same principle. 
Metals are tho best 


conductors of electricity known. They, 
hence, respond with tiie greatest alac- 
rity to the inductive action of the elec- 
tric cloud, and confront it with higher 
charges of electricity than any other 
objects upon the surface of tho earth. 
The most violent electric explosions, 
hence, occur at the points covered by 
metals. 
Every one conversant with 


electric laws knows that this will be the 
natural and inevitable result. 


I could take up seriatim all the phe- 


nomena attending tornadoes and dem- 
onstrate that they are tho effects of 
electricity, but I have neither time nor 
space to.dovoteto.thatpurpo.se. 
One 


more remark and I will close. That 
tornadoes 
are electric phenomena is 


beyond controversy. 
All 
experience 


and observation prove it, conclusively. 
Tills proof is amply furnished in their 
aspect, if it were in nothing else. 
The 


funnel-shaped pitch-black' cloud-spout 
depending and dangling from the buil- 
eolored or deep orange upper cloud in- 
dicates it. 
A fiery red core is some- 


times in this jet-black spout; sometimes 
green, blue and red llume.s run all 
around and over the lower end of the 
spout as though it were on lire; at 
other times the spout has a dull leaden 
core like a burning candle surrounded 
by a haze with a phosphorescent glow. 
Those aspects are constantly (.'hanging, 
unit endure but for a moment. 


At some points after this last most 


wonderful meteor had passed lire balls 
brought up the rear, exploding like 
rockets; at other points electric cur- 
rents for half an hour flowed through 
iron rails and wires. A telegraph used 
by boys in Marsliiicld to learn the art 
of telegraphing was thus affected for 
more than thirty minutes afterward. 
That water was gasilied by the tornado 
is proven by the odor of sulphur, or 
rather phosphorus, along the track. 
This odor was ozone, and ozone 
i.-t 


oxygen gas just liberated from its com- 
bination with other elements.

thus compelled to resort to the poor 
and prolitless branch of gatlierin;;-i he 
black sand, which he sold ""as a substi- 
tute for emery, lie used to go about 
on an evening with a large bag and a 
tin tray, requesting the miners to blow 
their black sand upon it. and rctuniiii"; 
with it to his hut. l!y the aid of quick- 
silver he was able to extract the gold, 
double in quantity to that which was 
obtained by the luirdesl-worUing mine;' 
at the washings. 


Tricks of every kind were played 


upon new-comers in search uf the guld- 
en treasures. 
One story is told of some 


American 
associates who had been 


working at an unprofitable spot, pul- 
ling up a notice that their '• valuable, 
site" was for sale, as they were giiing' 
elsewhere. 
A few Germans who had 


just arrived offered themselves as pur- 
chasers. The price asked was exorbi- 
tant, as the proprietors stated that the 
"diggings" returned a large amount of 
gold, and the following dav was ap- 
pointed for the Germans to come ami 
see what could be. produced in the 
course of a few hours' working. 
Tlie 


sellers went during the night and secret- 
ed tho gold-dust in the banks, so that it 
would come to light, as a. natural de- 
posit, when the earth was turned up. 
The following morning- the poor Ger- 
mans were so delighted with the appar- 
ent-, vic.lineqs of the iilacc that they irivo 
a large sum of money and two valuable 
gold watches for the property. 
The 


Germans were laughed at; but they 
went to work, and actually succeeded 
in raising a large amount of gold be- 
neath the spot where the others had 
left off. Tho Americans were thus out- 
witted in turn, and endeavored to get 
repossession of the place by force; but 
another company of Germans arriving, 
they were obliged to decamp. 


An old miner relates 
this story: 
" While working on Rock Creek, the 
weather being very hot, we always had 
near us a can of water, and close to it 
we put a teacup to hold the particles of 
gold as we collected them. 
One morn- 


ing as we were at work a thirsty digger 
came by, who asked permission to take 
a draught of water, which being grant- 
ed, he Jilled up the cup, and quailed oil 
tho costly drink, without either drink- 
ing our healths or leaving the least sed- 
iment at the bottom. I suspected "t 
lirst that some trick had been played 
upon us, and he had secreted the gold; 
but from the evident distress of the 
man, and tho earnest manner in which 
ho promised to repay us when he got 
work,! firmly believe that he had swal- 
lowed tho gold, not having noticed it in 
the cup." 


Scarcely twenty-throe years 
have 


elapsed since the gold yield in Califor- 
nia became an undoubted fact, and 
within 
that 
period 
many 
mill- 


ions of dollars' worth of gold-dust 
has been added to tho wealth of the 
world. But even these results have 
been eclipsed by the wonderful discov- 
eries of gold in Australia. So exten- 
sively are the gold deposits distributed 
throughout that great country, that, 
Melbourne, the capital, has been said 
to be paved with the rich metal, the 
broken quart/ rocks which have been 
used to make the streets being found to 
contain gold.—Harper's Young 1'eojjlu.

another eharacl eristic that makes them 
invaluable soldiers in a land like .Mex- 
ico. They do not earo whom they light 
for, 
or for what principle they tiro Ted 


into battle, as long a.s they light some- 
body, and in the revolutions they al- 
ways join the party that wins as soon as 
the battle is over. 
General (Irani tells 


a story of his experieneos when a Lieu- 
tenant in the Mexican war. The Ameri- 
can army defeated the Mexicans, and 
tho defeated army being deprived of 
their arms, immediately became camp 
followers, Grant engaging a Mexican 
Captain as his body 'servant at ,«.J a 
mouth. 


Next to the pure whites, those In- 


dians arc by far the best population 
that Mexico has. 
The inhabitants may 


bo divided iuto three classes: First, 
whites clescauded from tho 
original 


Spaniards, or from German, French or 
English ancestors; second, the pure In- 
dians; and, third, tlie mestizos, or 
mixed race, who constitute the labor- 
ing- class. Putting the present popu- 
lation of Mexico at 10,000,000, which 
is probably slightly under the real lig- 
ure, those- of puro European descent 
probably number 2,000,UOO, or twenty 
per cent, of tho whole population; the 
Indians, 3,500,000, or thirty-live per 
cent., and the mestizos, 4,51)0,000, 'or 
forty-five per cent. These Indians be- 
long to. various tribes, and differ as 
much among themselves in habits, ap- 
pearance, and their intellectual quali- 
ties_as Anglo-Saxons nud Latins. The 
Indians of the cities are alow, brutal- 
ized lot, constantly drunk, and only- 
engaged in the lowest menial duties. 
In some parts of tho country, however, 
as at Tlapacoyan and Amatlan, they 
are hard-working, industrious people, 
neat in their dress and sober in their 
habits. In the mining districts thoy 
make by far the best miners, and conr> 
mand the best wages. The mestizos 
are the principal agricultural laborers, 
small shopkeepers and politicians. They 
are generally undersized, with copper- 
colored 
skins and 
straight hair. 


Without the energy of the pure white 
or tho 
hard 
working 
application 


of tho Indian, these mestizos have 
very little to recommend them. 
They 


are la/y, stupid, thievish in their pro- 
pensities, and 
inordinately fond of 


pulque, which is, next to thu'ir love of 
revolutions, the greatest bane of the 
country. The 
wealthy 
landowners, 


merchants and bankers both in the cities 
and in the country, are almost altogeth- 
er Imperialists. 
They were, all in favor 


of Maximilian, and, looking down upon 
the mestizos, who are the politicians of 
the country, they refuse to take any 
part in the present Government. The 
Indians take no interest in politics un- 
less there is some fighting to be done, 
and then they will, as mentioned be- 
fore, fight with equal readiness upon 
either side. 
The mestizos, from whose 


ranks the Presidents and other political 
officers are mostly recruited, are, as a 
rule, "agin the Government," no mat- 
ter what it may be. It is to tho lazy, 
treacherous and, at the same time, un- 
easy nature of this class that the revo- 
lutions are mostly due. The mass of 
the people take no interest in politics, 
and never mention the Government ex- 
cept to abuse it. It is scarcely to be 
expected that much improvement will 
take place in this until the population 
increases, and perhaps the best thing 
that could happen to Mexico would by, 
that she should lose the States nearest 
the border, and then there is a chance 
that the remainder might be able to up- 
hold a good Government. The educa- 
tional system is as good as that of the 
United States, and the smallest village 
has its public school, liul education 
does not seem to do the children much 
good. —Letter to N. Y. Sun.
